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James McCabe Jr. 
Student-Legislator 
Wants Plan C

County government affects 
the center of campus life. This 
thought was put forward by 
James McCabe Jr., newly 
elected county legislator and a 
BCC student: 

McCabe, in an interview at 
his home, said that Plan A, the 
system that the county uses to 
determine Broome Community 
College’s budget ‘‘adversely 
affects the college’. 

Under Plan A, the county has 
a line by line control of college 
expenditures, with all budget 
items scrutinized by the county. 
This strict overseeing nearly 
resulted in a strike by BCC 
faculty in the fall of 1974. 

McCabe was a student here 
at the time. He said the tension 
on campus created by the 
‘looming threat of strike directly 
affected the students and their 
education. 


“‘Whenever you have a rift 
between the educational 
community and government it 
can only lead to apathy from 
within. This negativism reflects 
adversely on the quality of 
education that a student can 
hope to receive.’’ He said, ‘“‘The 
quality of the’ student’s 
education at BCC is the number 


one priority’’. 
‘McCabe supports Plan C as 
an alternative budget system.- 


Plan C awards a budget to be 
spent as the college deems 
necessary. In his support of this 
plan McCabe notes that most 
monies to run the college do not 
come from the county, rather 


from the state and student’s — 


tuitions. 

He feels Plan A gives the 
County more than their share of 
the say in BCC’s_ business. 
McCabe said he thinks ‘‘the

Marathon Man is a brilliant, 


fast paced thriller that satisfies 


the average moviegoer better 
than the usual thriller. The 
direction, writing, and acting 
are tops, contributing to a 
feeling of constant, suspensful 
tension. 

Dustin Hoffman is a 
marathon runner trying for a 
doctorate in history. His tidy, 
boring life is suddenly upset by 
a series of events that force him 
to physical violence. 

Since his violent actions are 
reserved for Fascists, he’s 
getting a little bit of revenge 
against those who have op- 
pressed his people for so long, 
and he is completely justified. 

The scenes of Hoffman’s life 
before are skimpy, but ren- 
dered with a sure hand by 
director John Schleisinger. We 
see Babe in a school and run- 
ning in the park, simple actions 
that -create a sense of 
foreboding for what is to come 
for him will test his’ physical 
and mental mettle to the ut- 
most. 

The villains of the piece are 
effective because they are 
created as flesh and blood 
characters rather than stock 
types. Their actions seem more 
filled with sadism this way, as 


struments, especially syn- 
thesizers, enabling the band to 
achieve a very powerful and 
highly orchestrated sound,

Laurence Olivier gives a 
great villanous performance as 
Christian Szell, former con- 
centration camp doctor forced 
back into the United States by 
the death of his brother in a 
freak car accident. His 
presence and general look of 
cruelty behind abject frailty 
makes his scenes more chilling 
as he ‘‘works”’ on Babe with his 
dentist drills, and uses a cutter 
up his sleeve to dispatch people 
who get in his way. 

William Goldman has written 
a scenario that is on the surface 
very puzzling but the pieces 
have been fit in so well that a 
new, different kind of filmic art 
has emerged. The general 
austereness of the settings, 
including college classrooms, 
Szell’s farmhouse, Hoffman’s 
apartment, and the torture 
room that Szell uses are all 
commonplace, making the 
physical violence less emotional 
than before. Seediness even 
creeps into a death scene in 
front of the Plaza Hotel. Black 
colors and a slow waterfall that 
fills the whole background are 
the only ‘“‘props’’ at another 
cutting, the general arena, with 
a murder occuring inside,

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Book Review: 


Crowned Heads by Tom 
Tryon and Alfred A. Knopf, New 
York: 1976 $8.95. 

This book is a good example 
of how not to write a revealing 
tale of Hollywood. Four stories 
of Hollywood are included in 
this book, and not one of them 
has a distinguished character or 
memorable scene to identify 
with. 

The first story, “‘Fedora’’, is 
about a great actress who has 
her daughter take over in 
movies for her so everyone will 
still think she’s young. Her 
extreme vanity makes her take 
up the identity of a Countess, 
and it is only through the efforts 
of a young writer that her secret 
is revealed. 

This story is confusing and 
thin. The dialogue is at cross- 
purposes withthe physical 
action, ruining what little effect 
has been achieved in the 
redundant rhythm of the 
characters’ trenchant lives. 

The third tale is about 
“Bobbit,’’ child star of the 
forties who realizes his life has 
been a foolish mistake, even 


_though his movies have reap- 


peared ontelevision. 

In this tale, an attempt at 
portraying a charming ec- 
centric falls flat. Too many 
aspects are completely unex- 
plained, and an end which is 
supposed to be rousing, with 
Bobbit singing old songs with 
the old crone who once played

But ‘‘Lorna”’ is the worst of 
the lot. In this clinker, a former 
female star who’s getting older 
is raped by two Mexicans and 
sacrifices herself to the ancient 
Aztec gold Quetzalciotal. This 
story manages to be intentially 
funny and repulsive at the same ~ 
time as Larna gives herself up 
to snakes and compulsions to 
shoot deviant beach boys who 
won't give her a tumble. 
Tryon has a theme which he 
wants to impart to all of us — 
how being rich and famous 
doesn’t necessarily make one 
happy. Unfortunately, most of 
the characters just seem to 
have their senses dulled by the 
world around them. The book 
manages to be tired ard ex- 
cessive at the same time, which 
is by no means an ac- 
complishment. After ‘‘Harvest 
Home’’, I wondered if Tryon 
could do anything except 
describe countrysides. My 
worst fears were confirmed — 
it’s not worth your money.
